Claim 10, cited as an original claim, is not original Claim 10. 

Claim 13 is not provided with the proper status identifier, and as such, the individual status of each claim cannot be identified. 
Claims 18, 19, and 20 are listed as canceled in their status identifiers, but their text follows and they are not mentioned as being 
canceled in the comments preceding the claim set (see where Claim 29 is commented on as being canceled); thus, the status of Claims 
1 8-20 is unclear. 

Since the non-compliant amendment is a reply to a NON-FINAL OFFICE ACTION (including a submission for an RCE), and since 
the amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to be a reply (37 C.F.R. § 1.135(c)), applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE 
MONTH from the mailing of this notice within which to re-submit the corrected section which complies with 37 C.F.R. § 1.121 in 
order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD ARE AVAILABLE UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.136(a).
